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= PROCLAMATION, 


Anent the LEG and CR OSSEDOLLARS. 


HOL y RUDE-HO us E, the fourteenth day of January , one thouſand þ 2 hundred and ſeventy, 


Oꝛaſmuch as there have been ok late imported into this King: 
dom, great numbers ok theſe Dollars commonly called Leg 
Dollars, Having the tmpzeſsion of a Man in Armes with one 
5 1 Leg, and a Shield containing a Coat of Armes covering the 
other Leg upon the one ſide, which do uſually paſs at the 
rate of fifty eight ſhillings Scots money: And ſeing that upon 
tryal of the intrinũck woꝛth and value thereof, they are found 
lk — to fall ſho:t of the fozeſaid rate; and that in the United Pro- 
vinces where the ſaids Dollars are coined, they paſs only at the rate of Croſs-Dollars, 
Therekoꝛe, and foꝛ pꝛeventing any further pꝛejudite which the Lieges may ſuſtain there⸗ 
thꝛough, the Kings Majeſty, with advice of His Pꝛivy Council, doth Declare, That 
(the Rex dz Bank-Dollar now palsing at fifty eight ſhillings Scots) the true and juſt rate 
- and pꝛite at which the fozeſaid Leg · Dollars ought to paſs and be current in this King⸗ 
dom, is fifty ſir ſhillings Scots money; and that none of His Majeſties Subjects ſhall 
hereafter be holden and oblieged to take oz receibe theſe Leg-Dollars, in any payment of 
moneys to be made to them, at any higher rate then fifty ſir ſhillings , money fozelatd, 
the plece > wherever the ſame have been coined: As allo, that the Croſs-Dollars do 
w. this Ringde matter this day at fifty fix (billings Scots. And Oꝛdains thele
